The  coin  illustrated  this  month  is  a  superb  example  of  a  Richard  III  gold  angel  (see  EG22). 
Although  a  brief  and  turbulent  reign  (1483-85),  quite  a  surprising  number  of  coins  were 
struck,  all  to  the  correct  weight  and  fineness.  Two  varieties  of  the  angel  and  the  London 
groats  are  the  coins  more  frequently  met  with  but  the  half-angel  and  the  smaller  silver 
denominations  are  all  extremely  rare. 

The  coins  of  Richard  III  have  always  enjoyed  great  popularity  among  collectors,  perhaps 
not  the  least  reason  being  the  continuing  controversy  regarding  his  character.  Olivier’s 
brilliant  portrayal  of  Shakespeare's  Richard  is  now,  in  the  light  of  modern  research,  thought 
to  be  far  from  the  truth.  Richard  was  particularly  beloved  in  the  northern  counties  and  his 
death  on  Bosworth  Field  long  mourned.  The  tragic  story  of  the  Princes  in  the  Tower  has 
intrigued  historians  to  this  day.  Few  people  realise  that  Richard  founded  the  College  of 
Arms  which  this  year  celebrates  its  quincentenary.  Whatever  the  truth  of  these  dark  times 
may  be,  Richard  is  quite  alone  among  English  kings  today  in  having  a  flourishing  Tan  club  in 
the  Fellowship  of  the  White  Boar  whose  members  pursue  detailed  historical  research  into 
original  sources. 
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A  NEW  SPECIMEN  OF  SVEND  TVESK/EG'S  COINAGE

It  is  fitting  that  the  ninetieth  birthday  of  Georg  Galster,  one  of  the  greatest  of  a  line  of  highly 
distinguished  keepers  of  which  the  Royal  Collection  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  Copenhagen  can 
boast,  should  be  marked  by  the  Cabinet's  acquisition  of  a  second  specimen  of  Denmark's 
earliest  national  coinage;  the  coinage  of  Svend  Tveskaeg.  The  new  coin  (Fig.  1),  which  was 
discovered  in  March  1977  by  two  of  the  present  contributors  while  deposited  at  A.  H. 
Baldwin  &  Sons  of  London,  appears  to  have  been  previously  unknown  to  students  of  the 
Danish  series.  There  was  no  provenance  attaching  to  the  coin,  believed  to  have  been  in  an 
English  private  collection  for  many  years  (at  least  since  the  Second  World  War),  but  the  peck 
marks  which  are  evident  on  both  faces  suggest  that  it  had  been  traded  through  a  centre  in 
Scandinavia  or  the  lands  south  and  east  of  the  Baltic,  and  that  it  probably  derives  from  a  find 
from  one  of  those  areas.

Even  with  the  addition  of  this  specimen,  the  tally  of  coins  which  can  confidently  be  given  to 
this  king  is  no  more  than  eight.  The  new  coin  is  from  known  dies;  all  the  coins  are  struck  from 
a  single  obverse,  known  in  combination  with  but  two  reverse  dies.  That  is  not  to  say, 
however,  that  other  coins  may  not  also  have  been  struck  on  Danish  soil  during  Svend’s  reign. 
Of  the  many  hundreds  of  contemporary  imitations  of  the  English  coinage  of  /Ethelrasd  II  few 
can,  as  yet,  be  attributed  with  particularity,  but  as  progressive  research  identifies  certain 
groups,  based  on  styles,  die -studies,  or  variations  of  the  legends,  so  it  is  hoped  patterns  will 
emerge  from  the  hoard  evidence  which  will  enable  them  to  be  given  to  individual  areas.  Much 
work  must  precede  any  overview  of  the  anonymous  imitative  coinages,  and  only  when  this 
has  been  accomplished  will  it  be  possible  to  place  this  small  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Danish 
king  in  its  true  context. 

The  design  of  Svend's  coins  is  a  direct  copy  of  /Ethelrasd's  Crux  issue  which  is  thought  to 
have  been  current  in  England  between  c.  991  and  c.  997.  Today  it  is  one  of  the  most  common 
Anglo-Saxon  coins.  Production  during  this  issue  appears  to  have  been  much  greater  than 
during  previous  issues  due  probably  to  a  surplus  of  silver  brought  in  trade  from  the  Con¬ 
tinent,  and  the  import  of  English  coin  into  Scandinavia  and  the  West  Slav  region,  through 
both  trade  and  tribute,  increased  dramatically.  The  coins  were  used  in  the  countries  around 
the  Baltic  during  the  succeeding  century  or  more,  and  in  many  of  the  hoards  which  were 
deposited  during  this  period  Crux  is  the  first  or  one  of  the  first  Anglo-Saxon  issues  which  is 
represented.1  The  first  great  tribute  which  was  extorted  by  the  Danes,  in  991,  was  presumably 
paid  mainly  in  Crux  pennies.  Certainly  the  payment  made  in  994,  with  which  Svend  and  Olaf 
Tryggvason  returned  to  their  respective  countries,  consisted  almost  entirely  of  Crux  coins 
and  thus  the  choice  of  this  model  for  the  king's  coinage  is  not  surprising. 
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The  new  Copenhagen  specimen  is  struck  from  the  more  literate  of  the  two  reverse  dies.  Its 
legends  may  be  transcribed  as  follows: 

+  SVEN  REX  AD  DENER 
+  GODP  INE  M-AN  DNER 

Four  die-duplicates  of  this  piece  are  known;  one  in  Stockholm,  one  in  Copenhagen,  one  in 
Frederiksborg  Castle,  and  one  in  Leningrad.  Three  further  coins  in  Stockholm  are  struck 
from  a  blundered  reverse  die  which  appears  to  derive  from  the  Godwine  man  Dner  reverse.3  It 
reads: 


+  ODEMEPN-  OM  DNEREM 

There  are  documentary  records  for  five  Svend  finds  from  Sweden  and  one  from  Estonia,  yet 
is  a  more  difficult  task  than  might  be  thought  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  extant  coins. 
Seven  of  the  eight  pieces  have  become  detached  from  their  respective  hoard  provenances  and 
these  can  only  be  re-established  by  a  process  of  deduction.  However,  in  the  listing  which 
follows  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  correlate  the  evidence  which  is  available,  all  but  one  of 
the  coins  being  illustrated  in  Figs.  2  and  3.

1  National  Museum,  Copenhagen  (gift  of  the  Society  of  Friends  of  the  Royal  Collection  of 
Coins  and  Medals,  GP34003)  -  ex  an  English  pivate  collection  (via  A.  H.  Baldwin  &  Sons 
Limited,  London),  1978:  wt.  1.63g.;  die  axis  0°. 

As  has  been  mentioned,  little  can  be  said  of  the  provenance  of  this  piece,  save  that  it 
appears  to  derive  from  a  pre-1939  hoard,  probably  from  Scandinavia  or  the  lands  border¬ 
ing  the  Baltic  to  the  south  and  east.

1.48g.;  die-axis  irregular. This  is  the  earliest  recorded  finding  of  a  coin  of  Svend  Tveskaeg, 
and,  as  Mrs.  Bendixen  points  out  in  her  discussion  of  the  published  literature  relating  to 
these  coins,4  it  was  published  by  Kerder  as  early  as  1706.  At  one  time  the  coin  was  very 
nearly  transferred  to  Copenhagen.  In  1823  Christian  Ramus,  who  was  compiling  a  new 
catalogue  of  Danish  coins  to  1448,  wrote  from  Copenhagen  to  the  Swedish  State  Anti¬ 
quary,  Carl  Birger  Rutstrom,  asking  about  the  Svend  coin  from  the  Nas  hoard.  After  some 
searching  the  coin  was  found  in  an  envelope  which  was  in  Kerder’s  handwriting.  Christian 
Jiirgensen  Thomsen,  later  to  become  Keeper  of  the  Copenhagen  cabinet,  had  recently 
acquired  a  coin  of  Anund  Jakob  which  the  Swedish  collection  was  then  lacking  and  he 
arranged  to  borrow  the  Svend  coin  in  return  for  lending  Stockholm  his  coin  of  Anund. 
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Ramus  had  doubted  the  authenticity  of  the  Nas  piece,  but  on  seeing  it  he  agreed  with 
Thomsen  that  it  was  genuine  and  the  suggestion  was  then  made  that  the  exchange  should 
be  made  permanent.  Rutstrom  was  in  favour  of  the  proposal  but  the  Vitterhetsakademien 
objected  and  both  the  coins  were  returned.5 

The  Nas  coin  has  been  identified  with  a  piece  in  the  Stockholm  systematic  collection. 
The  hoard's  English  and  Scandinavian  elements  end  with  the  Long  Cross  type,  which  is 
conventionally  dated  no  later  than  1003,  but  the  German  coins  run  on  to  at  least  1006.6 
Accordingly,  even  the  first  find  provenance  gives  a  contemporary  dating  for  Svend’s 
coinage,  although,  as  we  shall  show,  it  is  not  the  earliest.

In  1847  the  coin  cabinet  in  Copenhagen  acquired  its  first  Svend  coin  from  the  sale  of  A. 
L.  Mohr.  The  previous  history  of  the  coin  is  uncertain.  However,  in  1830  B.  E.  Hildebrand 
had  been  in  Copenhagen  and  his  diary  records  that  he  saw  a  coin  of  Svend  in  the  collection 
of  Ole  Devegge,  which  he  was  said  to  have  acquired  in  England  for  one  pound/  The  coin 
did  not  form  part  of  Devegge's  bequest  to  the  cabinet  in  1847,  nor  did  the  auction 
catalogues  of  the  remainder  of  his  collection  (1851  and  1867)  contain  such  a  piece.  It  is 
possible  that  Mohr  had  purchased  the  coin  privately  before  his  death  and  therefore  that 
this  is  the  coin  which  the  cabinet  bought  in  1847. 

The  Mohr  coin  was  not  in  good  condition  -  one  can  see  that  it  has  been  broken  and  at 
some  stage  soldered  together  -  and  so  when  in  1880  the  cabinet  acquired  a  better  specimen 
it  allowed  L.  E.  Bruun  to  have  Mohr's  piece.  On  his  death  in  1923  it  formed  part  of  Bruun's 
munificent  bequest  which  is  presently  held  in  the  National  Historical  Museum  at 
Frederiksborg  Castle.

Tuukka  Talvio  has  discussed  this  specimen  in  a  recent  articles  and  demonstrated  that  it 
could  not  have  come  from  the  ‘Abo'  ( reete  Paimio)  hoard  of  1841  as  Hauberg  had 
suggested.  The  history  of  the  Reichel  coin  is  hazy,  but  Talvio  suggests  that  it  came  from  an 
Estonian  hoard  and  that  it  may  be  the  piece  which  is  presently  in  the  Hermitage. 

5  National  Museum,  Copenhagen  -  ex  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  Stockholm  (exchange  1879/80, 
BP  1021);  ex  Osterryftes,  Foie,  Gotland  (1871,  SHM  Inv.  4556)  wt.  1.29g.;  die-axis  180°. 

In  1871  the  Osterryftes  hoard  provided  the  cabinet  in  Stockholm  with  its  second  Svend 
Tveskasg  coin  and  the  record  in  the  inventarium  shows  that  it  was  from  the  same  dies  as  all 
the  previously  known  specimens.  Some  eight  years  later  the  Copenhagen  cabinet  received  a 
Svend  coin  in  an  exchange  with  Stockholm,  and  it  would  appear  that  this  was  the 
Osterryftes  coin.  Writing  in  1886,  Hans  Hildebrand  listed  four  specimens  which  were  then 
known  to  him.9  Only  one  of  these  was  in  Stockholm  (the  Nas  coin),  and  the  others  were  the 
Reichel  coin,  a  broken  coin  in  a  ‘private  collection'  (the  Bruun  coin),  and  one  in 
Copenhagen  -  the  exchanged  coin  which  was  presumably  the  Osterryftes  specimen.  The 
hoard  was  deposited  after  1018.

8503) 
wt.  1.49g.;  die-axis  0°. 

P.  Hauberg  in  his  Myntforhold  og  Udmvntinger  i  Danmark  indtil  1146  (Copenhagen. 
1900)  refers  to  a  Svend  Tveskaeg  coin  found  in  the  1888  Garestad  hoard.  Unfortunately 
the  archival  material  for  this  hoard  does  not  list  the  coin  specifically  and  so  it  is  not 
possible,  from  this  source,  to  tell  from  which  of  the  two  reverse  dies  the  coin  was  struck. 
However,  by  1900  the  existence  of  the  variety  with  a  blundered  reverse  legend  was  known 
to  Hauberg,  and  it  would  seem  that  this  must  have  been  the  piece  from  the  Garestad  hoard.

This  is  confirmed  by  a  listing  of  the  Danish  coins  in  the  hoard  made  by  Hauberg  and  now 
kept  in  the  Royal  Collection  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  Copenhagen  which  notes  the 
blundered  reverse.  Of  the  two  specimens  in  the  Stockholm  cabinet  which  have  become 
detached  from  their  find  provenances  (nos.  6  and  7),  Jorgen  Steen  Jensen  has  been  able  to 
identify  this  piece  (no.  6)  as  the  Garestad  coin  by  comparing  it  with  the  coin  impressions  in 
the  Hauberg  collection.  The  Garestad  hoard  was  deposited  after  1056. 

7  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  Stockholm  -  ex  Kannungs,  Hellvi,  Gotland,  (1934,  SHM  Inv.  20879) 
wt.  1.87g.;  die-axis  0°. 

Although  it  has  lost  its  find  provenance  in  the  Stockholm  cabinet,  this  must  be  the  coin 
which  was  found  in  the  1934  Kannungs  hoard,  deposited  after  1018. 

8  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  Stockholm  -  ex  Digeraka,  Barlingbo,  Gotland  (1928,  SHM  Inv. 
18744;  CNS  1.2  4:1309)  wt.  1.50g.;  die  axis  270°. 

The  Digeraka  hoard  offers  the  best  dating  evidence  for  this  coinage.  The  German  coins 
give  the  hoard  a  terminus  post  quem  of  1002,  but  these  latest  coins  may  possibly  have  been 
added  as  a  parcel  to  a  hoard  which  was  brought  together  a  few  years  earlier.  The  latest 
English  coins,  although  of  Long  Cross  type  (c.  997-c.  1003),  all  belong  early  in  the  issue 
and  based  on  the  generally  accepted  chronology  would  not  be  dated  later  than  c.1000.  The 
majority  of  the  English  coins  were  of  the  Crux  type  (274  compared  to  18  Long  Cross )  and 
the  Scandinavian  coins  and  imitations  showed  a  similar  pattern  -  one  Long  Cross  to  fifteen 
Crux  -  suggesting  that  the  bulk  of  the  parcel  was  brought  together  very  shortly  after  the 
introduction  of  the  Long  Cross  issue  in  England.10  The  hoard  strictly  gives  the  coinage  a 
terminus  ante  quem  of  1002,  but  its  composition  strongly  suggests  that  the  issue  was  in 
fact  contemporary,  or  nearly  contemporary,  with  the  currency  of  Crux  in  England. 

The  motivations  behind  this  small  national  coinage  are  unclear.  Why  should  one,  but 
only  one,  pair  of  literate  dies  have  been  produced,  and  yet  apparently  used  quite 
extensively?  A  representation  of  eight  coins  from  one  obverse  die  compares  well  with  other 
established  coinages  of  this  period.  It  suggests  that  the  production  was  technically  success¬ 
ful  and  it  might  be  thought  surprising  if  the  mint  or  workshop  did  not  continue  to  produce 
coin,  albeit  anonymously. 

The  peculiarity  of  such  a  small  royal  issue  may  itself  be  an  indication  of  its  date.  It  is 
surely  no  coincidence  that  four  Viking  coinages  were  instituted  each  based  on  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  Crux  model  and  broadly  contemporary  with  the  currency  of  Crux  in  England. 
Whether  one  accepts  the  theory  that  one  man  was  responsible  for  the  initial  production  of 
the  three  Scandinavian  coinages,  or  whether  one  prefers  to  see  the  occurrence  of  a 
common,  moneyer’s  name  as  merely  reflecting  the  cross-fertilisation  of  ideas  which 
influenced  the  rulers  to  borrow  both  the  concept  and  the  form  of  a  national  coinage  from 
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one  another,  it  may  reasonably  be  assumed  that  they  are  all  to  be  dated  to  within  a  short 
time  of  each  other.  Because  of  the  high  degree  of  die-linking,  the  Hiberno-Norse  Crux 
coinage  is  thought  to  have  lasted  for  only  a  very  short  time,  perhaps  a  matter  of  months, 
before  the  introduction  oi'  Long  Cross  in  c.  997. 11  In  line  with  the  Dublin  coinage  the  brief 
reign  of  Olaf  Tryggvason  dates  his  Norwegian  coinage  to  no  earlier  than  995,  or  even  996. 

The  inference  to  be  drawn  is  that  the  coins  of  Svend  Tveskaeg  which  we  have  been  con¬ 
sidering  belong  to  the  period  after  his  expedition  in  England  with  Olaf  Tryggvason,  and  we 
should  not  be  far  wrong  in  suggesting  that  the  issue  is  to  dated  in  the  period  c.  995-c.  997.

The  23  February  saw  the  350th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Samuel  Pepys  in  1633.  Perhaps 
the  greatest  civil  servant  of  the  seventeenth  century,  he  is  well  known  to  everyone  at  least  for 
his  Diary  and  also  through  the  splendid  series  of  books  on  him  by  the  eminent  historian  Sir 
Arthur  Bryant.  On  his  birthday  Bell  &  Hyman  released  the  last  two  volumes  of  their 
publishing  epic  that  marks  the  completion  of  the  definitive  edition  of  Pepys  Diary  -  they  are 
the  Companion  and  the  Index  (£19.50  each,  £35  the  pair). 

Such  an  anniversary  is  an  appropriate  time  to  remind  Bulletin  readers  of  our  own  small 
contribution  to  specialist  books  published  on  Pepys  -  George  Berry's  Taverns  and  Tokens  of 
Pepys’  London.  George  Berry  is  well  known  for  his  work  on  seventeenth  century  tokens  and 
he  had  the  ingenious  idea  of  presenting  the  taverns  that  Pepys  mentioned  in  the  Diary  who 
also  issued  tokens.  Pepys  was  a  great  “inn  man"  and  mentions  many  of  the  inn  and  tavern- 
keepers  by  name  although,  curiously  enough  he  does  not  actually  mention  tokens  (that  was 
left  to  the  other  diarist  of  the  period,  John  Evelyn).  Today  these  tokens  are  a  marvellous  link 
with  seventeenth  century  London  -  there  are  80  of  them  that  have  Pepsyian  links  and  all  are 
listed  under  the  relevant  tavern,  most  of  them  illustrated  and  full  details  of  the  tavern  and  its

occupants  which  throw  interesting  and  human  light  on  this  aspect  of  London.  Additional 
illustrations  feature  old  engravings  of  London.  The  plaques  marking  sites  of  the  taverns  and 
views  of  them,  including  a  few  that  still  exist  (what  better  excuse  for  a  “numismatic  pub 
crawl'’).  “The  author  has  carried  out  a  great  deal  of  careful  research  and  the  end  product  is  a 
book  which  will  give  much  delight  to  anyone  with  an  interest  in  the  history  of  London” 
( Coins  &  Medals  review).

THE  HARTLEY  COLLIERY  DISASTER  MEDAL

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A  part  of  the  Coal  Mines  Act  in  a  simplified  form  reads  ‘No  person  to  be  employed  in  a 
mine  unless  (a)  there  are  at  least  two  shafts  in  communication  with  each  seam  worked;  shafts 
must  be  available  for  ingress  and  egress  to  persons  employed’.  As  most  rules  and  regulations 
are  formed  by  past  events,  the  wording  of  this  act  came  about  following  a  disaster  at  Hartley 
Colliery,  Northumberland,  in  the  year  1862. 

For  many  years  prior  to  this  disaster,  which  even  today  is  unique  in  mining  history,  the 
miners  of  the  Great  Northern  Coalfield  pleaded  with  the  coal  owners  for  greater  safety 
standards.  Paramount  in  their  requests  was  the  prohibition  of  single  shaft  mines.  However,  it 
took  the  loss  of  204  men  and  boys  to  provide  the  impetus  for  government  and  coal  owners  to 
introduce  legislation.  Coal  has  been  mined  in  Northumberland  for  centuries.  An  older  Hartley 
Colliery  was  a  very  successful  operation,  but  was  beset  by  flooding.  Over  the  years  a  number 
of  miners  were  drowned  and  killed,  this  received  little  publicity  for  two  reasons:  1  Accidents 
were  commonplace;  2  It  was  a  brave  man  who  would  criticise  the  all  powerful  coal  owners. 
This  older  pit  was  finally  inundated  from  the  sea  and  was  closed  in  1844.  Such  was  the  profit 
from  coal  that  a  new  undertaking  was  commenced  the  following  year  and  was  to  be  named 
the  ‘New  Hartley  Colliery’,  locally  known  as  the  Hester  Pit.  The  shaft  of  this  ill-fated  colliery 
was  supervised  by  a  master  sinker  named  William  Coulson,  of  Durham  City.  The  lowest  coal 
measure,  the  Low  Main,  was  reached  on  the  29  May  1846,  workings  were  soon  extended 
towards  the  east  coast  to  reach  richer  coal  measures.  Like  the  older  pit  this  colliery  was  also 
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plagued  by  flooding  and  on  one  occasion  all  men  and  boys  had  to  be  drawn  to  the  surface 
when  large  feeders  of  water  were  encountered;  the  volume  of  water  was  so  great  that  it 
reached  420  feet  up  the  shaft.  To  overcome  this  temporary  setback  a  300  horsepower  beam 
pumping  engine  was  installed  to  pump  the  water  in  three  stages  from  the  bottom  of  the  600- 
feet  deep  shaft.  The  forty-two  ton  cast  iron  beam  of  this  pump  was  pivoted  above  the  mouth 
of  the  shaft,  at  that  time  it  was  said  to  be  the  largest  pumping  machine  in  the  north  of  England 
with  a  capacity  of  over  1,500  gallons  a  minute. 

It  was  the  practice  at  that  time  that  one  shift  should  relieve  the  preceding  one  at  the  coal 
face,  and  at  10.30  a.m.  on  16  January  1862  the  back  shift  were  in  the  process  of  relieving  the 
fore  shift  which  had  started  at  2.30  a.m.  The  first  set  of  miners  had  started  to  ascend  to  the 
surface  and  of  these  eight  men  only  three  were  to  survive,  all  others  below  were  entombed  and 
lost  their  lives.  As  the  cage  was  between  the  High  Main  and  the  Yard  seam  it  suddenly  came 
to  a  violent  halt.  The  beam  of  the  giant  engine  had  suddenly  fractured  and  twenty-one  tons  of 
cast  iron  hurtled  at  express  speed  down  the  shaft,  taking  with  it  shaft  supports,  pipes  and  a 
ventilation  partition.  The  debris  crashed  on  top  of  the  cage  severing  two  of  its  four  support 
chains,  a  number  of  miners  were  flung  to  their  deaths,  the  remainder  miraculously  clinging  to 
the  damaged  cage.  A  blockage  30  yards  deep  then  formed  at  a  vital  part  of  the  shaft  where 
there  was  no  means  of  escape  from  below.  Clinging  to  the  mangled  cage  was  Thomas  Watson 
who  was  to  become  the  first  hero  of  many  in  this  terrible  disaster.  Watson  was  a  man  of  deep 
religious  principles,  his  testimony  at  the  Coroner’s  Inquest  was  that  of  an  eye  witness.  After 
gathering  his  thoughts  on  that  Thursday  morning  he  found  himself  clinging  to  the  cage,  he 
tried  to  light  a  candle  with  the  help  of  a  comrade  but  this  was  quickly  extinguished  by  falling 
water.  He  then  tried  to  climb  up  the  sides  of  the  shaft,  but  decided  against  this  on  hearing  the 
cries  of  his  comrades  below.  Climbing  down  60  feet  below  the  cage,  he  tried  to  give  comfort 
to  two  critically  injured  miners  who  had  been  flung  from  the  cage.  Due  to  his  perilous  situa¬ 
tion  he  rested  for  a  short  time  then  started  to  climb  back  up  the  shaft,  suddenly  there  was  a 
bright  unearthly  light  and  from  this  Watson  saw  a  small  recess  into  which  he  climbed, 
exhausted.  There  he  waited  twelve  hours  before  his  comrades  and  himself  were  drawn  to 
safety. 

Initially  the  alarm  was  given  at  the  surface  and  Mr  John  Short,  the  colliery  enginewright 
took  charge  of  the  rescue.  By  use  of  a  pumping  staple  the  rescue  party  made  their  way  to  the 
first  coal  measure,  where  ropes  were  dropped  down  to  rescue  the  men  trapped  in  the  cage.  By 
the  end  of  the  first  day  the  damaged  cages  had  been  removed  and  planking  placed  across  the 
shaft  to  enable  rescuers  to  be  raised  and  lowered.  By  Friday  the  enormity  of  the  disaster  was 
realised,  and  it  was  decided  to  seek  the  services  of  William  Coulson  who  readily  volunteered, 
bringing  with  him  a  number  of  highly  qualified  sinkers.  A  large  number  of  persons  had 
gathered  at  the  pit  head,  wives  and  relatives  seeking  news  of  their  loved  ones,  miners  anxious 
to  render  assistance,  doctors  and  the  press.  Their  wait  was  to  be  a  long  one,  hope  giving  way 
to  despair  as  the  days  went  by.  On  Saturday  work  was  progressing  steadily  but  was 
hampered  by  falling  water  and  insecure  shaft  supports.  It  was  then  decided  to  spend  time 
shoring  these  up.  The  diameter  of  the  shaft  enabled  only  two  rescuers  to  work  at  any  time  by 
the  light  of  candles  suspended  from  a  rope  and  plank.  They  were  in  continuous  danger  from 
falling  stones  and  water.  Their  efforts  were  concentrated  on  reaching  a  now  buried  emergency 
trap  door  which  had  been  used  for  pump  maintenance;  both  rescuers  and  trapped  miners 
knew  of  this  trap  door.  The  door  had  been  cleared  by  Monday  but  the  rescuers  were  driven 
back  by  the  escape  of  a  large  volume  of  gas  which  had  formed  due  to  the  disruption  of  the 
ventilation  system. 

The  rescue  attempt  had  to  be  abandoned  until  an  adequate  supply  of  fresh  air  could  be 
brought  to  the  point  of  rescue,  which  took  two  days.  About  midday  on  Wednesday  a  small 
entrance  was  forced  through  the  trap  door,  but  again  they  were  forced  back  by  gas. 
Eventually  this  cleared  and  the  rescuers  moved  cautiously  into  the  trap  door  drift  where  they 
found  tools  which  suggested  that  the  trapped  men  had  tried  to  break  out  from  below  the 
blockage.  As  the  rescuers  explored  further  into  the  mine  workings  they  found  the  bodies  of 
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the  miners.  The  full  horror  of  the  disaster  was  now  realised,  all  men  below  the  blockage  had 
perished.  Gas  was  still  hampering  progress  and  the  removal  of  the  bodies  was  postponed  until 
safety  could  be  improved,  this  included  ventilation,  road  supports  and  pumping.  On  Saturday 
the  recovery  of  the  bodies  began.  Due  to  the  restrictions  still  present  in  the  shaft  it  took 
seventeen  hours  to  bring  them  all  to  the  surface. 

For  their  gallant  action  in  the  rescue  attempt  a  disaster  relief  committee  decided  to  reward 
the  efforts  of  the  rescuers  by  issuing  a  medal.  At  a  social  occasion  held  in  Newcastle  on  the 
20  May,  1862,  the  rescuers  were  assembled  to  receive  their  awards.  The  relief  fund  had  set 
aside  £1,587  for  the  awards,  this  included  the  cost  of  the  medals  and  the  payment  of  a  sum  of 
money  depending  on  the  time  spent  in  the  shaft.  Unfortunately  the  medals  were  not  ready  and 
cardboard  replicas  were  presented  in  lieu. 

The  medals  were  manufactured  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze  with  the  following  details. 
Obverse:  Two  miners  with  pick  and  shovel  working  to  free  trapped  comrades  under  a  fall  of 
rock.  On  the  left  a  winged  Figure  with  a  sword  protects  the  miners.  Reverse,  in  three  panels, 
top :  PRESENTED  TO  THOSE  centre  WHO  RISKED  THEIR  /  OWN  LIVES  IN 
ATTEMPTING  /  TO  SAVE  THE  LIVES  OF  THEIR  /  FELLOW  WORKMEN  BURIED 
/  IN  HARTLEY  COLLIERY  bottom  JANUARY  1862.  According  to  the  Newcastle 
Courant  dated  23  May  1862  the  following  rescuers  received  this  medal,  all  were  silver  except 
for  that  awarded  to  William  Coulson  which  was  gold.

COMMENTS  ON  “MINTAGE  FIGURES  OF  ENGLISH  SILVER 
COINAGE  1583-1592  BY  IAN  McALPINE  MA” 

I.  D.  BROWN 

In  the  above  paper,1  Mr.  McAlpine  suggests  a  series  of  annual  mintage  figures  for  the  various 
denominations  of  English  silver  struck  during  the  decade  1583-92.  His  estimates  are  based 
on  surviving  mint  records  and  indentures  specifying  that  2%  of  the  silver  is  to  be  coined  into 
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half  groats,  pennies  and  halfpennies.  Although  one  may  question  how  well  moneyers  lived  up 
to  this  requirement  in  view  of  the  relatively  high  cost  of  making  the  smaller  coins,  the  amount 
of  silver  used  for  the  minor  denominations  was  small  and  made  little  difference  to  the  total 
amount  available  for  the  two  larger  denominations.  In  the  absence  of  any  information  about 
the  relative  numbers  of  shillings  and  sixpences  struck  McAlpine  assumes  that  they  were 
produced  in  equal  numbers,  that  is  to  say  two-thirds  of  the  weight  of  the  silver  was  coined 
into  shillings  and  one  third  into  sixpences. 

A  number  of  years  ago  I  used  the  survival  rates  in  Civil  War  hoards  to  estimate 
approximate  mintage  figures  for  the  shilling  and  sixpences  struck  during  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  I.  The  figures  for  the  period  in  question  were  scaled  to  correspond  to  the  total 
amount  of  silver  struck  during  the  decade.  A  direct  comparison  between  McAlpine's  figures 
and  mine  is  not  possible  because  mintage  figures  are  given  for  the  calendar  year  (old  style) 
while  the  coins  are  dated  by  a  privy  mark  which  was  changed  at  irregular  intervals.  Sixpences 
were  dated  according  to  the  old  style  calendar  but  dies  carrying  the  previous  year’s  date 
probably  continued  to  be  used  into  the  following  year  as  long  as  they  were  serviceable.2 

In  order  to  make  a  comparison  between  our  two  estimates,  I  have  converted  McAlpine's 
figures  to  correspond  to  the  privy  mark  periods.  Where  a  year  spans  two  privy  mark  periods  I 
have  divided  his  figures  according  to  the  number  of  months  in  each  period.  The  exception  is 
1584  where  I  have  assumed  that  all  the  shillings  were  struck  with  privy  mark  A  but  that 
about  40%  of  the  sixpences  were  struck  between  13  February  and  31  March  1584/5  with 
privy  mark  Scallop.  The  results  are  summarized  in  Table  1.  The  agreement  between  the  two 
methods  is  most  satisfactory.  The  average  deviation  is  only  10%  for  the  shillings  and  30%  for 
the  sixpences,  close  to  the  25%  uncertainty  I  estimated  for  my  mintage  figures.  McAlpine's 
assumption  that  equal  numbers  of  shillings  and  sixpences  were  struck  is  shown  to  be  so  con¬ 
sistently  valid  throughout  the  decade  that  one  might  wonder  whether  this  represented  a 
deliberate  mint  policy. 

In  support  of  his  assumption  that  the  monyers  honoured  the  requirement  to  coin  2%  of  the 
silver  into  small  denominations,  McAlpine  points  out  that  coins  of  all  authorised  denomina-

Estimated  mintages  of  English  shillings  and  sixpences  1583-1591  in  millions 
of  coins.  “A”  calculated  from  mint  records;1  “B”  calculated  from  survival 
rates  in  hoards/ 
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lions  and  privy  marks  are  known  for  this  period  except  for  halfpennies  with  the  privy  mark 
Bell.  Because  of  this  he  queries  his  estimate  of  452,000  halfpennies  struck  during  1583.  He 
need  not  have  been  so  diffident.  Halfpennies  were  struck  in  reasonable  quantities  that  year 
but  they  bore  no  privy  mark.3 

Craig4  gives  annual  mintage  figures  for  the  period  from  1594-1625  so  that  it  should  be 
possible  to  extend  this  type  of  analysis  to  cover  a  total  period  of  about  four  decades.

Following  the  striking  by  the  Royal  Mint  of  the  dished,  or  double  concave,  Irish  ten  shilling 
piece  in  1966,  a  number  of  trial  pieces  were  later  made  in  silver,  nickel  and  cupro  nickel  with 
the  hope  of  achieving  a  better  balance  between  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  dies  should  they 
be  called  upon  again  either  by  Ireland  or  the  United  Kingdom,  or,  indeed  any  other  country 
that  might  require  such  a  coin. 

The  piece  described  and  illustrated  above  is  struck  in  cupro-nickel  to  similar  dimensions  as 
the  Irish  coin  and  forms  part  of  a  larger  series  of  45  pieces  made  during  the  latter  part  of 
1966  and  part  of  1967.  They  all  bear  the  Machin  effigy  of  H.M.  the  Queen  (from  three 
different  obverse  dies)  and  the  reverses  include  that  shown  here,  (the  Gothic  crown  of  1847), 
the  L.  C.  Wyon  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  design  from  the  patterns  of  1876  and,  also,  the 
Irish  ten  shillings.  Some  edges  are  plain,  some  milled  and  some  lettered,  and  one,  with  the  St. 
George  and  the  Dragon  reverse  has  an  experimental  incuse  edge  inscription  as  well  as  the 
milling.  On  the  raised  letter  pieces,  the  lettering  was  rolled  onto  the  blank  and  the  coin  then 
struck  without  a  collar;  the  same  method  was  used  by  the  Mint  for  the  production  of  the 
Maria  Theresa  talers. 

This  series  of  trial  pieces  have  never  been  published.  This  is  the  only  known  example  to  be 
outside  the  Royal  Mint  collection  and  will  be  included  in  any  future  edition  of  the  English 
Silver  Coinage  from  1649.

WILLIAM  ROM AINE:  CLERGYMAN 

A.  F.  AMANN 

In  contrast  to  many  other  professions  or  occupations  the  Church  has  inspired  very  few 
eighteenth  century  tokens,  perhaps  less  than  half  a  dozen.  This  may  be  a  reflection  on  an  era 
of  religious  indifference  and  apathy  in  those  in  high  places,  especially  during  the  first  half  of 
the  century.  Nevertheless  there  were  many  sincere  and  ernest  men  who  were  devoting  their 
lives  to  the  spiritual  well-being  of  their  fellow  men  and  such  names  as  Henry  Venn,  James 
Harvey,  John  Newton,  Charles  Simeon,  the  Wesleys,  William  Wilberforce  and  the  subject  of 
this  article  come  to  mind. 

William  Romaine  was  born  at  Hartlepool  on  25  September  1714.  He  was  the  son  of 
William  Romaine  who  carried  on  the  trade  of  a  corn  dealer  and  was  a  descendent  of  one  of 
the  Huguenots  who  escaped  to  England  when  the  Edict  of  Nantes  was  revoked  in  France  in 
1685.  Young  Romaine  was  educated  at  Houghton-le-Spring,  Durham,  and  matriculated  in 
1731  at  Hertford  College,  Oxford.  He  took  his  B.A.  in  1734  and  M.A.  in  1737.  He  was  at 
once  ordained  to  the  Church  of  England  ministry  and  became  curate  of  Lew  Trenchard.  a 
village  in  North  Devon  where  in  1881  the  author  of  ‘Onward  Christian  Soldiers'  was 
appointed  rector.  In  1739  Romaine  transferred  to  Banstead  Surrey,  where  he  became 
acquainted  with  Sir  Daniel  Lambert.  When  the  latter  became  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1741 
he  appointed  Romaine  as  his  chaplain.  His  next  appointment  was  that  of  an  assistant  priest  at 
the  fashionable  church  of  St.  George's,  Hanover  Square.  Until  now  his  theological  views  had 
followed  orthodox  lines  but  by  1  750  he  had  come  under  the  influence  of  John  Wesley  and  the 
evangelical  revival  and  in  1755  passed  to  the  side  of  George  Whitefield  and  his  patron,  the 
Countess  of  Huntingdon.  He  became  one  of  their  ardent  followers. 

Romaine's  style  of  preaching  at  Hanover  Square  attracted  crowds  of  the  poorer  folk  who 
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were  not  welcomed  by  the  titled  and  well-to-do  people  who  attended  this  church  and 
eventually  he  was  asked  to  resign.  The  Countess  came  to  his  assistance  and  appointed  him 
one  of  her  chaplains.  Later  he  obtained  a  lectureship  at  St.  Dunstan’s  in  the  West,  Fleet 
Street,  but  here  again  his  evangelical  zeal  was  not  to  the  taste  of  the  church  wardens.  At  one 
time  they  would  not  open  the  church  until  the  exact  moment  for  beginning  the  service  arrived 
and  then  refused  to  light  it.  Romaine  then  preached  by  the  light  of  a  candle  which  he  held  in 
his  hand.  On  another  occasion  the  rector  sat  in  the  pulpit  so  that  Romaine  had  no  room. 
However,  the  Bishop  of  London  happened  to  see  the  crowd  waiting  for  the  doors  to  open  and 
made  enquiries  as  to  the  reason.  He  consequentaly  appointed  Romaine  to  the  rectory  of  St. 
Andrew's  in  what  is  now  Queen  Victoria  Street  in  1764.  Here  he  stayed  for  the  remaining 
twenty-nine  years  of  his  life  preaching  to  crowded  congregations. 

Although  a  powerful  preacher,  Romaine  lacked  the  sympathetic  approach  which  we  look 
for  in  a  spiritual  counsellor  and  was  capable  of  losing  his  temper  at  the  wrong  time.  When  he 
saw  people  talking  in  church  he  would  not  only  tap  them  on  the  shoulder  but  sometimes 
knock  their  heads  together.  He  died  on  26  July  1795  and  was  accorded  a  public  funeral. 
Dense  crowds  followed  the  hearse  which  was  preceded  by  the  City  officials  on  horseback  and 
nearly  fifty  private  coaches  followed. 

There  is  a  non  local  token  depicting  a  three-quarter  bust  to  the  right  with  the  words  ‘Revd. 
W.  Romaine  M.A.  1795’.  On  the  reverse  a  shield  of  arms  containing  three  Maltese  crosses 
and  ‘I  live  by  the  Faith  of  the  Son  of  God’.  There  is  also  a  commemorative  medallion  with  a 
three-quarter  bust  to  the  left  and  ‘Revd.  Willm.  Romaine  M.A.’;  on  the  reverse  is  the  text  ‘But 
I  trusted  in  Thee  O  Lord.  I  said  Thou  art  my  God.  Psalm  31:  14’.  In  the  exergue  ‘Ob.  July  26 
1 795.  JE  8 1  years’.

1.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  F.  Parkes  Weber,  Esq.,  MD,  FSA,  the  author  of  a 
number  of  studies  concerning  coins  and  medals,  an  annual  prize  was  instituted  in  1954  under 
the  administration  of  the  Council  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  value  of  the  prize  is  £30.  The  prize-winner  will  also  receive,  inscribed  with  his  or  her 
name,  a  small  bronze  replica  of  Dr.  Parkes  Weber’s  portrait  medal  by  Frank  Bowcher. 

3.  Competitors  for  the  prize  must  be  under  the  age  of  twenty-three  on  the  Final  day  of 
entry,  31  August.  Competitors  may  be  of  any  nationality. 

4.  The  prize  will  be  awarded  for  an  original  essay  of  not  more  than  5,000  words  on  any 
subject  relating  to  coins,  medals,  medallions,  or  tokens.  Competitors  should  choose  their  own 
subject,  but  may  seek  guidance  if  they  wish. 

5.  The  essay  should  be  clearly  written  or  typed  in  English  on  one  side  of  the  paper  only 
and  should  be  sent,  with  a  stamped  addressed  envelope  for  return,  to  G.  Berry,  Education 
Secretary,  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  c/o  Dept,  of  Coins  and  Medals,  British  Museum, 
London  WC1B  3DG. 

6.  The  award  will  be  announced  in  December  of  the  same  year. 

7.  The  Council  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  reserves  the  right  to  advise  that  no 
award  be  made  in  any  given  year,  if  entries  are  not  of  a  sufficiently  high  standard. 

8.  The  award  shall  not  be  made  to  any  candidate  who  has  won  it  previously. 

Please  note:  There  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  value  of  the  prize.  The  age  limit  has  been 
raised  by  two  years.

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  EROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC 

Detected:  a  nasty  dent  in  Boudicca’s  Treasury.  Thanks  to  the  metal  detector.  Queen  Boudicca  (she  of 
the  knife  wheeled  chariots)  rides  anew.  Or  rather  her  husband,  Prasutagus.  When  she  cut  up  all  those 
Roman  soldiers  in  Colchester  back  in  the  first  century,  an  outraged  Emperor  Claudius  barred 
Prasutagus's  coinage,  which  he  issued  as  a  local  British  king.  The  Romans  never  again  allowed  a  local 
ruler  to  mint  coins.  So  the  few  known  specimens  of  Prasutagus  coins  were  listed  "extremely  rare”  and 
priced  accordingly  in  catalogues.  That  is  until  die  metal  detector  came  along.  In  the  past  two  years  with 
its  help  another  10  specimens  have  knocked  the  catalogue  price  from  £3,500  to  £2,000. 

Those  ten  coins  -  and  it  needed  all  of  them  -  have  at  last  made  it  possible  however  to  decipher  the 
legend  on  the  silver  coin.  It's  in  the  latest  catalogue  just  out  from  dealers  B.  A.  Seaby.  Frank  Purvey, 
one  of  the  editors,  says  that  metal  detectors  are  bad  news  for  ancient  coin  prices.  "Many  issues, 
particularly  the  Roman  emperors  of  the  first  two  centuries  A.D.,  which  w-e  thought  very  rare  have 
become  if  not  commonplace  at  least  available."  Purvey  says.  “But  that  is  not  good  for  prices,  and  we’ve 
cut  quite  a  few  by  as  much  as  30%. ” 

The  good  news  is  that  the  detectors  have  made  discoveries  of  Roman  coins  that  were  “completely 
unknown  until  now".  The  new  catalogue  lists,  for  instance,  “new"  silver  specimens  of  the  reign  of 
Epaticcus  (A.D.  25-35)  discovered  by  detector  and  tentatively  priced  at  £350  top  quality.  Evening 
Standard,  14  January' . 

The  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Numismatic  Society  is  this  year  celebrating  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  its 
revival  in  1933.  The  Society  was  originally  founded  in  1864  and  is  the  second  oldest  in  the  country  after 
the  Royal.

The  Hepthalites:  I  was  fascinated  by  Richard  Williams’  article  on  the  Hepthalites.  I  should  just  like  to 
add  a  medical  point.  The  enlargement  of  the  thyroid  gland  (=  goitre)  is  certainly  common  in  various 
people  living  in  iodine-deficient  regions.  However,  the  eye  protrusion  (=  exophthalmos)  would  only 
occur  if  part  of  the  enlarged  gland  became  overactive  (=  thyrotoxicosis).  The  only  other  coin  portrait 
that  I  have  seen  showing  a  possible  goitre  is  that  of  the  Roman  Emperor,  Nero.  P.  M.  Lewis,  Con 
suit  ant  Gynaecologist,  Department  of  Gynaecology,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.
